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THE INCOME TAX. 


The Act of Congress entitled "An 


Act to reduce taxation, to provide rev- 
enue for the 
Government, and for 


other purposes," provides that from 
aud after the first day of January, 1890, 
aud until tbe first day of January, 1900, 
tberu shall beassessed, levied, collected 
and paid annually npon tbe gains, 
proflta and income received in the pre- 
ceding calendar year by every citizen 
of the Uuited States, whether residing 
nt home or abroad, and every person 
residing therein, whether said gains 
profits, or income bo derived from HIIJ 
kind of property, rents, interest, divi- 
dends, or aalaries, or from any profes- 
sion, triulo, employment or vocation, 
carri'.'d on in the Uuited States or else- 
where, or from any sourco whatever, u 
tax of two per centum on the amount 
so derived ovir and above $4,000, aud a 
like tux should ba levied, collected and 
paid annually upon tie gains, profits, 
and income from all property owned 
and of every business, trade, or pro- 
fession carried on in the Uuited Htates 
by persons residing without tbe Uuited 
States. Toe flrtt taxable year under 
tbe provisions ol' tho law ia the calen- 
dar year, 189-1, and the tax on incomes 
due aud payable on or before tho tirst 
day of July, 1895,shall be computed on 
the taxable incomes received iu said 
year 1894. It is made the duty of all 
persons of lawful age, having an annual 
income of more than $3,500, computed 
on the basis prescribed by the act, to 
rander u list of returns on or beforo 
the first Monday of March, of each 
year, in such form as may be directed 
by the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue. Persons having less than $3,000 
annual income are not required to 
make such return, 


Iu estimating the gaina, profits and 


iucomo of aay person for the purposes 
of tuxntiou, there shall bo included the 
gains, profits and income derived from 
the interest upon notes, bonds aud 
other securities, except such bonds ol 
the United States as are by law exempt 
from Federal taxation: profits realized 
within the year from sales of real ca 
tate purchased within two years pre 
vious to the close of tho year for which 
income is estimated; interest receivec 
or accrued upoa all notes, bonds 
mortgage-, or other forms of iudohtod 
ness, whether paid or not, if good nut 
collectable. The amount of all premium 
on bonds, notes or coupons; the 
amouut of ((ales of live stock, su^ar 
cotlou, wool, butter, cheese, meats, liuy 
graiu and other productions, being the 
growth or produce of the estate of sue! 
person, less the amouut expended iu 
the purchase or production ot sak 
stock or produca, aud not iucludiv 
any n.irt thereof consumed by the fam- 
ily; inouey, and 
the 
value of a.'.l 


personal property acquired by gift or 
inheritance; all other gains, prollts 
aud income derived from any source 
whatever, except that portion of the 
salary or pay received for services in 
the civil, military, unval or other serv- 
ic93 of the Halted States, including 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress from which tho tax has beou de- 
ducted. Tlis law provides that iu com- 
puting iujoines there shall be deducted 
the necessary expenses actually in- 
curred in currying on any business, 
occupation or profession, aud all inter- 
est due or paid within the year by such 
person on existing indebtedness. All 
national, State, county, school mid 
municipal taxes, shall be deducted 
from the gains, profits or income of the 
pel son who actually paid the same, 
whether such parson ba owner, tenaut 
or mortgagor. Losses actually sustained 
during the year, incurred iu trade, or 
arising from fires, storms, or ship- 
wreck; and not compensated for by in- 
surance or otherwise, shall be deducted 
and also debts ascertained to ba worth- 
less, but excluding all estimated de- 
preciation of values and losses within 
u year ou sales of real estate purchased 
within two years previous to the year 
for which lucerne is estimated, it is 
provided, however, that no deductions 
shall be made for any amount paid out 
for new buildings, permanent improve- 
ments, or betterments, made to im- 
prove the value of any property or 
estate; aud it is further provided that 
iu computing t he income of any persou, 
corporation, company or association, 
there shall not be included tbe amount 
received from any corporation, com- 
pany or association, as dividends, if 
the tax of 2 per centum has been paid 
opou its net profits by said corporation, 
company or association, as required by 
the Act. 


Regarding corporations the operat- 


ing aud business expenses to be de- 
ducted from the gross receipts include 
interest paid or accrued within the 
year or bonded or other indebtedness, 
losses actually sustained during the 
year, arising from fires, storms, or ship- 
wreck, not compensated for by iusur-' 
unco or otherwise; State, county or 
municipal taxes; aalaries, compensa- 
tion or p ty of officers or other persona 
employed d'lrin^ the year; rents or 
other u> c s.-iary repairs uiiJ other ueces- 


A NKW BAILUOAI) BILL. 


Congressman Harris o" Kansas has 


introduced a bill providing for a settle- 
ment between the United States and 
the Pacific Railroad Companies. 
It 


provides for tbe Government taking 
possession of the roads through forfeit- 
ure, and buying up stations, terminals, 
etc., under condemnatory proceedings 
The bill provides for the payn.ont of 
the first mortgages on the roads and 
for stations, etc., iu legal tender notes 
to be issued especially for the purpose. 
When the Government becomes bbso- 
lute owner of the roads they are to be 
leased to the highest bidder for opera- 
tion. 


Representative Harris is a member 


of the Committee on Pacific Railroads 
and will endeavor to get a favorable re- 


ort on his bill at an early day. There 
i no probability of ita becoming a law, 
nd probably it is as well for the 
eople along the roads that it should 
ot. If the Government gets control 
f the Pacific roads and leases them for 
peratien to tbe highest bidder the "all 
hat the trt.fflc will bear" policy will be 
intinued.

re collected on the principle upon 
which Mr. Harris proposes to operate 
he railroads. The Government lets a 
rovince or district to tbe lushest 
>idder, who compels the people to pay

he greater his profit. If the Govern- 
ment let railroads on that principle the 
perators would exact the highest pos- 
iblo rates from those who patronized 
be road and the people would be no 
better off, so fur as cheap transporta- 
ion is concerned, than they are now.

The 


hange, it is understood, will only affect 
he offices of County Clerk and Dis- 
rict Attorney, the salaries of which it 


proposed to increase. The salary 


ow paid those two offices, it is alleged, 
s out of proportion to the amount of 
work required. The salary of District 
Attorney aud ex-offioio Superintendent 


f Schools in thjft county, is nine hiin- 
red dollars per annum, the smallest 
alary paid in any county in the State 
or the same positions, excepting In 
N'yo and Churchill, which counties pay 
ix hundred a year for that service, 
bile the population of the two counties 
ogether is less than one fifth that of 
iVasboe, which is now tbe most popu- 
ons and wealthy county in the State. 
'he nalary paid to the District Attorney 
n the various counties in the State is 
as follows, given in the order of their 
population: Washoo, $900; Storey, $1800; 


Iko, $1,000; Humboldt, 1,200; Orrasby, 


$1200 and fees;Lyon,$250; Eureka, $1200; 
jincoln, $1,000; Lander, $1,800; Eamer- 
alda, $1,200; White Pine, $1000; Doug- 
is, $800 and fees, Nye, $600; Churchill, 
500. 
The smallest salary is paid in 


jyon county, but the office of Superir-! 
tendent of Schools in that count? is at- 
tached to the County Recorder, and, it 
s said, that when legal services are re- 
quired by the county, outside talent is 
always employed. There is perhaps as 
much actual work imposed on the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Washoe county as in 
any other three counties in tbe State 
pat together and at present the salary 
is not equal to that paid to the major- 
ity of tho school teachers Intbe county. 
It is a question whether it is economy 
to pay such a small salary for an office 
of so much importance as this. If nil

The new* 
states that ex-Queen Liliuokalaui ol 
Hawaii has abdicated in favor of the 
.Republic. 
The abdication document 


was drawn up by A, S. Hartwell, at the 
roquest of the ex-Queen and was pre- 
sented to President Dole on January 
2Gth,aud stated, by Liliuokalini, that it 
vtuti executed freely wud voluntarily. 
5ho says she takes this step partly for 
tho sake of misguided Huwaiiaus, wht 
recently engaged iu rebellion against 
the Kepublic iu an attempt to restore 
her to the throne. She disclaims a de- 
sire to avoid 
punishment 
by this 


declaration, and declares that tbe late 
monarchy has finally ended and ab- 
solving her followers from allegiance 
aud admitting that the Republic is tht 
ouly lawful Government of the Islands. 
She aska for executive clemency for the 
rebels, aad says one wants to lire iu 
absolute privacy.
